Tuesday night when the city council 
finished wrestling with the many bids 
submitted by the various electrical 
supply companies, who are bidding on 
the contract for enlarging the city 
water and light plant. 
All members'of council were in at­ 
tendance and Mayor Cowing presided. 
Sarah and George Abernathy and 
Emaline Buell'were granted permssion 
to construct their own cement side­ 
walks on Eighth street between Sjien- 
cer and Oliver streets, and the city en­ 
gineer instructed to furnish the grade. 
Councilman Frazee when moved to 
defer action on all other business un 
til after the inafcter^of improving the 
water and light plant was disposed 
of. 
The motion carried. 
w 
Bids were submitted by the follow - 
ing companies: The Ft. Wayne, Jnd., 
Electric Company ; The Boyse Electric 
Company, 
of 
Indianapolis'; 
The 
Allis-Chalmers Co., of Wisconsin; The 
Western Electric Company, of Chica­ 
g o; Tho Sam W. Hill, Jr., Co.. of 
Cincinnati; The Lane & Bodloy Co., 
of C incinnati; The Lafayette, Ind., 
Electric Manufacturing Co , 'and the 
Bass Foundry and Machine Co. 
Some of the]firms [bid on the entire 
contract, furnishing the engine,fand 
all other machinery and installing the 
same, while others bid on only por­ 
tions of the contract. 
Some agreed to 
buy the old machinery while others 
did uot. 
One'bid, that of theLayfay- 
ette company, will uot be considered 
for the reason that no check faccom 
panied it, as required by law*. 
The 
bids were submitted in such a way 
that it will take council two or three 
days to figure them out and awardjhe 
contract to the lowest bidders. 
A large number of representatives 
of the electric supply companies were 
present and explained their bids to­ 
gether with the kind of equipment 
they proposed to* install. 
Several men 
had samples of electric meters and ara 
lamps the construction and operation 
of which they explained to council. 
The Ft. Wayne Electric Company’s 
representative explained that by their 
bids his company 
would take 
the 
whole contract, furnishing all m ater­ 
ial and labor at # 0075 without the old 
machinery or # 0500 with the old equip­ 
ment. 
The company submitted two 
proposals one of which dealt with the 
installation of a three phase alterna­ 
ting current 
system 
with 
engine, 
while the other dealt only with the 
electrical equipment. 
Council also passed a declaratory 
resolution condemning that part of tho 
O ./H . & D. company’s right of way 
through which the city wished to ex­ 
tend Arthur street, south to Third 
street. 
William Davis, Nathan Weeks and 
H. G. Budd were appointed appraisers 
for the two lot« belonging to William 
Helm which the city has condemned 
in order to use them for the enlarge­ 
ment of the water and light plant. 
City Treasurer M. V. Spivev sub­ 
mitted his’]] re port on the ¿collection of 
street improvement assessments, and 
council adjourned until Monday night 
at which time the water and light 
plant bids will either be rejected or 
the contracts awarded to the lowest 
bidder.

Last night about 13 o’clock an alarm 
was turned in from box 25, corner 
Perkins and Second streets, summon­ 
ing the department to Gantner’s ice 
house, on the south side of the race, 
about 430 feet east of Main street The 
whole building was ablaze when the 
alarm was turned in and it lit up the 
sky and reflected on the other build­ 
ings up tow n'that they looked as if 
they were afire. 
There was a strong western wind 
which carried the sparks as far over as 
Harrison street. 
The fire department 
was kept busy throwing water 
on 
Caldwell’s livery barn and other sur­ 
rounding buildings. 
George Wingerter bad 
about # .50 
worth of tobacco stored in a shed 
about a hundred feet west of the ice 
house. 
A bucket brigade was hastily 
set to work ou it and kept it from 
igniting. 
Tho fire department ought to be 
omnionderi ou its good work. The lews 
on the 
ice 
house 
is estimated at 
about # 000. 
While the fire was at its height a 
strong w’ind from southeast blew the 
burning shingles toward [the city and 
several times Caldwell’s livery barn. 
Emerson Hincbman's implement store 
and Mrs. Ketherford's residence, near 
the mill race, caught tire. 
Fire Chief 
Cole 
however kept two streams of 
water playing upon the building and 
prevented a spread of the flames. 
If 
the fire department had devoted its 
time to the burning bnilding alone, 
the chances are that much of the lo­ 
cality north of the mill race, west of 
Main street and east of Morgan would 
be a mass of ruins today. 
It was dis­ 
covered this morning that burning 
shingles 
were carried 
toward 
the 
northwest as far as the Posey lane. 
This is clear across the citv and is 
nearly a mile from the scene of the 
fire. 
The shed in which Mr. Wingerter 
kept his tobacco caught fire several 
tijnes, but each time the blaze was 
extinguished before any material dam­ 
age was done. 
The fire made’a big light and illu­ 
mined all of the business section of 
the city. 
About two hundred people 
crawled out of their beds to watch 
the blaze. 
It is not known just how the fire 
started, but the building is supposed 
to liave been set afire by some one in­ 
side, presumably tramps, either acci­ 
dentally or purposely. 
There 
were 
some who asserted this morning that 
they saw what they believed to be the 
charred body of a man in the ruins, 
but such is nor believed to Tiave been 
the case, as the building contained 
piles of matted saw dust and straw 
and it is supposed th a tjh e object seen 
was one of the« ?.

ing them to locate their factory here. 
Instead they took A. L. Stewart, 
city civil engineer, to the factory site, 
adjacent to Innis, Pearce & Co.’s fac­ 
tory, on the sonth, and had some pre 
liminary work done. 
They expressed 
themselves as thoroughly satisfied as 
to what the Improvement Association 
had dono and asserted that they would 
locate their factory in Rushville. Ow­ 
ing to the fact that they were com­ 
pelled to return at sucli an early time 
the contract was not agreed to. 
It 
was sent to the Messrs. Francis today 
for their careful iierusal and is exjiec- 
ted to be returned bearing their sig 
nature. 
Charles E. Francis, 
in 
discussing 
his factory said: “ We have been in 
business in Cincinnati 
siDce 18 8 0. 
Wo started there, but our business has 
grown until our building is too small 
and we must have a better location. 
At present we employ twenty men, 
but we expect to have double that 
many wlten we commence operations 
in Rushville. 
We expect to erect a 
factory building to cost about # 20,000, 
The plans for the building are now 
being drawn. 
We expect to let the 
contract in a 
few days and begin 
breaking ground immediately.” 
The site upon'which the factory is 
to be located contains 3,4 acres. 
It 
was purchased of Gates Sexton by the 
Improvemnt Association at a cost of 
# 1200 and donated 
to Francis Bros., 
in addition to the # 5000 bonds and the 
cost of a switch from the C., H. & D. 
tracks to the factory building.

Sixty Hunvaks, composing the ste« l 
gang that has been working on the I. 
& O. traction line between Shelbyville 
and Greensburg, were 
loaded] with 
their tools, into a big special [freight 
car at Shelbyville, Tuesday forenoon 
and shipped to this city to complete 
the steel work on the extension of 
the I. & C. ¿line between Rushville 
and Connersville. 
All the steel work 
between Shelbyville and Greensburg 
has been completed with the exception 
of the three miles on the north side, 
the point where the viaduct crosses 
the Big Four tracks. 
That section is 
not yet in condition for the laying of 
the ties and rails. 
A steam locomo­ 
tive and work train has been run sev­ 
eral times already over the extension 
from the viaduct to the outskirts of 
Greensburg. 
Thirty more Hunvaks are expected 
here from Prescott tomorrow. 
They 
will 
be put 
to work 
at Williams 
creek with the others. 
The work at 
Williams creek is about finished and it 
is said that the Connersville extension 
is certain to be ready for service by 
November 1st. 
The Connersville News says 
that 
the traction company will, during the 
present winter, erect a fine iron and 
brick structure 
within the loop at 
Sixth and Water streets in that city. 
It will occupy one-fourth of a square 
and will cost from # 0000 to$8 000. 
The work of construction on the 
Connersville line will not be, long de­ 
layed after the cars are running.

main depot at the extreme eastern edge 
of the Connersville City limits] instead 
of at Sixth and Western ¿as some

Havana. Oct. 17.—Reports received 
bore from all over the island show 
that agricultural operations arc being 
gradually resumed. There arc no fur­ 
ther signs of discontent with the ex­ 
ception of complaints that some of 
the Moderate officials ought to be re­ 
moved. 
The Liberals are talking 
about the displacement of certain of 
the more offensively partisan officials 
from high government positions, but 
no move in that direction has been 
made by the leaders. 
The strongly 
Moderate partisans continue to be dis­ 
satisfied and assert that the peace 
commissioners while here should have 
consulted more witu the representa­ 
tives of conservative business inter­ 
ests. A great majority of these, how 
ever, believe that in any event Ameri­ 
can intervention was bound to come. 
While there is some apprehension 
with regard to yellow fever, the situa­ 
tion is not regardld as especially dan­ 
gerous. 
The number of cases under 
treatment in Havana at present is ten. 
making a total for October of thirteen. 
There Is one case at Cruces, two at 
Cienfuegos. 
Dr. Caxlos Finlay, chief 
of the department of health and sani­ 
tation, said last night that while the 
fever in Havana was epidemic, the 
situation was not one to cause serious 
alarm and that there was every ex­ 
pectation that the spread of the dis­ 
ease could be prevented. 
The wide dispersion of eases is a 
most serious feature. 
This is due to 
the fact that most of the patients are 
Spanish laborers who continued their 
avocations 
after 
infection. 
There 
have been no American case« . 
Major 
Kean, of the medical department, does 
not consider the situation with appre­ 
hension. 
He said that the work of 
mosquito extermination was progress­ 
ing vigorously and effectively and that 
general sanitary work was being un­ 
dertaken on a larger scale than ever 
before. He believes that the sewering 
of Havana is an important necessity 
in this connection, as the cess pools, 
although 
underground, 
are 
prolific 
breeding places for mosquitos, the in­ 
sects escaping through the alr-tubes. 
Major Kean regards the impressing 
upon the various municipal authorities 
the need of carrying out health meas­ 
ures as one of the principa Iproblems 
in Cuba. 
Governor Magoon yesterday receiv­ 
ed the diplomatic corps, the judges 
of the supreme court, the mayor and 
the city councillors of Havana, the 
various consular representatives here 
and a delegation from the academy of 
sciences. 
The judges suggested" the 
enactment of laws securing the great­ 
er independence of the judiciary by a 
more permanent tenure of office. The 
delegation from the Aj/ademy of Sci­ 
ences urged the carrying out of a 
project for the removal of the leper 
hospital to some remote island and 
the importance of sewering Havana 
city. The governor heard his visitors 
courteously and promised to consider 
their suggestions.

Hallowe’en which falls on October 
31st, and which is rapidly draw ing* 
near, is according to ancient tradi­ 
tions. the*vigil of Hallowmus or All 
Saints’ Day and witches anti devils 
and all other mischeviousspirits were 
supposed to have been at .large on that 
day. 
Why witches and¿devils should 
take the day of AUa Saints’ for their 
pranks is not explained, and we are 
left to ponder that question in com­ 
plete 
mystification. 
Nevertheless. 
Hallowe’en affords";» , delightful oppor­ 
tunity for informal entertaining, com­ 
ing as it does with the 
first cool 
weather, when the simple 
outdoor 
entertaining must give place to to 
more elaborate indoor affairs and it is 
this, perhaps, more 
than anything 
else which has preserved the tradi­ 
tions ami customs of Hallowe’en and 
caused them to be observed down to 
the present day. A supper party in 
some form is the best .thing to plan 
for, one preceding the amusenients*of 
the evening in the shajie of that de­ 
lightful meal, a “ high tea,*’ or one 
served later on, ]>ossibly 
midnight, 
the hour of witchery. 
The'decoration 
of the dining room counts for much 
on this night and should not follow 
conventional lines. 
Only a dim and 
spectral illumination must he made, 
such as will be afforded by candios.

Indianapolis, Oct. 17.—The Repub­ 
licans stand a better {¿fiance now °f 
carry ing twelve congressional districts 
than ever before. 
They carried the 
entire thirteen in the landslide of 
1894. 
This time it isn’t a bad betting 
proposition that they get all but the 
Fourth. 
The only cinch the Demo­ 
crats have is on the Fourth district, 
which 
Congressman 
Lincoln 
Dixon 
held down during the Roosevelt land­ 
slide by a m ajority of 1,935. 
The 
chances are that he will widen the 
gap between himself and the Republi­ 
can nominee in this fight, for the dis­ 
trict is said to be in excellent shape 
for the Democrats.

The bulletin of the state board of 
health for Septem ber shows that the 
all-prevailing and ever-destructive con­ 
sumption did its usual work. 291 fall­ 
ing from this cause. 
There were 95 
cancer deaths. 186 by violence, 426 
from diarrheal diseases and 31 from 
diphtheria. 
Diphtheria commences to 
appear usually the last week in Sep­ 
tem ber and will probably increase in 
virulence in October. 
The state board 
of health has sent out circulars to the 
counties urging that anti-toxin be fur­ 
nished free to poor people. 
It is now 
shown that If this remedy is used 
promptly In the early stages of the 
disease there is no need of children 
dy ing from diphtheria. 
The health 
board say s that when diphtheria ap­ 
pears in a family and there are other 
children, an immunizing dose of 500 
to 1 ,0 0 0 units of anti-toxin should be 
used with each child. 
When this is 
done the disease leaves the household 
absolutely .
